Tradition has it that 
General 
Ashley himself selected the place, 
w here he is buried. 
The spot

about eight miles above Boonville,1 
and six miles north of the present 
U. S. Highway 40. 
Nearby, 
on 
th e banks of

I^amine river, 
General Ashley had his residence, 
and there on March 26, 1838, nine­ 
ty-six years ago this week, 
the 
g rea t 
fur-trader, 
explorer 
and 
statesm an died. 
General Ashley was a native of! 
Virginia, like many other pioneer 
Misourians. 
B om in 
Powhatan 
county about 1778, he had a 
fair 
schooling in Virginia and was 
in 
business there for a time, but about 
1803 he came to Ste. Genevieve in 
w hat later became the S tate 
of 
Missouri. 
In the territorial days 
of Missouri, 
Ashley 
tried 
many 
occupations. 
He mined saltpeter 
in Ashley’s cave in Texas county, 
not far from Houston, Mo., m anu­ 
factured gunpoweer at Potosi and 
minded lead. 
The W ar 
of 
1812 
gave added impetus to this work. 


Ashley even became a surveyor in 
Missouri, 
and 
attained a 
vast 
knowledge of Missouri lands which 
aided his later 
investments. 
In 
the 
m eantim e 
he 
attained the 
rank of brigadier-general in 
the 
Missouri militia, thus receiving the 
¡tie of General, by which he 
was 
widely known. 
Missouri became

State 
in 


1820, and at the first election 
of 
S tate officilas, Ashley was chosen 
lieutenant-governor 
of 
Missouri. 
This marked the beginning of a po­ 
litical career which would be more 
widely known today if it were 
not 
so over-shadowed by his im portant 
record as a fur-trader.

four years he was lieutenant-gov­ 
ernor of Missouri, Ashley and his 
mining partner, 
Andrew 
Henry, 
em barked in the fur-trading busi­ 
ness. 
In 1822 and 1823, they sent 
out expeditions to the upper Mis­ 
souri river which met disaster, or 
were financially unsuccessful.

tion to the Wheat Production Ad­ 
justm ent Bulletin No. 11, on page

proved practices 
for 
contracted 
acreage. 
We still find, 
however, 
that in a 
number 
of 
counties 
farm ers are sowing oats on 
the 
contracted acreage to be used for 
feed or work stock. 
We are making this interpreta­ 
tion: namely, th at no feed crons 
or feed crops may Be grown and 
harvested on the wheat contracted 
acres. 
We will quote from regu­ 
lation No. 26 that is 
not 
a new 
regulation but one we received the 
first of last September. 
“ Use of e x tra c te d Acreage—It 
shall be deemed a violation of his 
contract for a producer who 
has 
executed a contract to shift feed 
crops grown for home consump­ 
tion on the farm 
or feed 
crops 
grown for the production of live­ 
stock (or livestock products) for 
home consumption or use on the 
farm , to the contracted 
acreage, 
thereby releasing other land 
on 
the farm for that planting of crops 
for sale or for feed for the pro- j 
duction of livestock or of livestock 
products for sale. 
The contracted ; 
acreage of 1934 and 1935 shall not: 
be used to feed or to produce feed ( 
for dairy cattle, beef cattle, hogs, j 
sheep, or poultry kept for sale or
